My  Dear  Boys  and  Girls,- 


I  am  sending  to  you  another  Annual  Lenten  Letter.  I  do  hope  that  yon 
will  not  grow  weary  of  gett'ng  so  many  letters  from  me,  but,  you  know,  it  is 
the  only  way  I  have  of  speaking  to  all  the  children  of  the  Church  in  Canada. 

First  of  all,  let  me  say  to  you  that  I  trust  that  you  have  had  a  very  happy 
Christmas,  and  when  I  say  this,  I  think  of  all  the  poor  little  children  in  the 
famine-stricken  areas  of  Europe  where  the  war  destroyed  everything  and  even 
smashed  up  their  homes,  who  were  crying  with  starvation  and  even  dying  of 
hunger  at  this  Christmas.  How  different  from  us  here  in  Canada,  where 
our  children  had  not  only  plenty  of  good  things  to  eat  and  drink,  but  had  beauti- 
ful presents  showered  upon  them  by  loiing  friends.  Did  you  think  of  these 
suffering  little  brothers  and  sisters  at  the  time  and  give  something  to  the  cbl- 
lection  for  them  ?     But  this  is  only  by  the  way. 

Last  year,  I  asked  you  to  give  your  Lenten  offering  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  as  many  copies  of  the  Mission  World  as  you  could  dispose  of  to  our 
Honan  Mission.  This  year,  I  want  you  to  do  this  for  our  Mission  in  Mid- 
Japan,  where  we  have  a  Bishop  and  a  number  of  other  workers.  For  two 
reasons,  that  Mission  is  in  greater  need  of  money  than  it  has  ever  been  before. 
In  the  first  place,  there  is  a  greater  call  for  extending  the  work.  The  Bishop 
pleads  with  us  to  send  out  more  missionaries,  as  those  who  are  there  notv  cannot 
begin  to  meet  all  the  opportunities  xvhich  are  presented  to  them  of  winning 
souls  to  Christ.  In  the  second  place,  the  money  wh  ch  we  send  out  there,  on 
account  of  exchange  rates,  does  not  count  for  nearly  as  much  as  it  used  to  do, 
and  the  Bishop  writes  me  that  the  cost  of  living  has  gone  7ip  two  and  a  half  times 
from  what  it  was  before  the  war.  Now,  I  am  asking  the  boys  and  girls  to  raise 
enough  money  this  year  to  enable  us  to  put  all  this  right.  But  you  may  reply  : 
"What  would  the  small  sum  that  we  could  give  amount  to  in  meeting  this  big 
demand  ?"  Let  me  show  you  how  it  can  be  done,  and  how  your  offerings  can 
■mount  up.

You  have  heard  of  the  great  Falls  of  Niagara,  which  pour  down  in  one  tre- 
mendous display  of  power  and  beauty,  giving  not  only  joy  to  all  beholders, 
but  yielding  as  well  the  power  to  thousands  and  thousands  of  useful  wheels  of 
industry  and  providing  light  and  warmth  over  an  immense  area.  Have  you 
ever  thought  how  all  that  is  made  up  ?  It  is  made  up  not  only  by  the  many 
big  lakes  that  are  tributary  to  the  Falls,  but  by  the  myriads  of  tiny  little  rills 
which  come  down  from  the  hills  and  up-lands  and  then  flow  into  those  lakes. 
They  all  do  their  part  and  every  one  is  needed  and  together  they  combine  to  make 
the  wondrous  power  which  is  one  of  the  chief  glories  of  this  Canada  of  ours. 
And  so,  dear  boys  and  girls,  it  may  be  with  the  scattered  efforts  of  Sunday 
Schools,  Junior  Branches  or  Clubs.  Some  may  be  very  small  in  our  Country 
Missions,  and  some  larger  in  our  great  City  Churches,  but  combined  together 
they  make  a  great  stream  of  power  and  help.      Think  of  that  and  do  your  best.
